‘New Transportation Scheme. 

New York, May 17.—A new scheme 
of transportation will be introduced 
between New York and_ Boston, 
whereby, it is said, large packages of 
mail, and even cars containing passen- 
gers, can be whisked from one place to 


the ofher, a distance of seventy-five 
miles, in less than an hour. An ex- 
periment with the new machine was 
held in Boston in the presence of — 
scientists, including Professor A. 
Dolevar of Tuft’s College, who an- 
nounced that he was thoroughly satis- 
fied of the success of the system. The 
machine consists of a magnetic car, 
hanging from a single rail, where it 
follows a streak of electricity. With 
one horse-power, it is said, one ton can 
be transported 440 miles a day at a 
cost of thirty cents.

DEATH OF GEN. HARNEY. | 
Why He was Piaced on the Re : 
tired List in 1861. | 

General W. 8. Harney (retired) ol 
the United States Army died at Or- 
lando, Fla., May. 9th. General Har- 
ney liked to say he was born with the 
century, and some records place his 
birth in 1800, but the official military 
record names Louisiana as the place of 
his birth, and August, 1798, as the 
date. At eighteen he was in the army 
with an elder brother, who was a sur- 
geon, and February, 1818, he was com- 
missioned a Second Lieutenant and 
assigned to the First Infantry. Eleven 
months later he was elevatad to a 
First Lieutenancy, and was commis- 
sioned Captain in 1825 for gallant and 
meritorious service in the Black Hawk 
war. He served with great credit in 
the Mexican war. He achieved last- 
ing renown and was promoted to Bre- 
vet Brigadier General for gallant and 
meritorious service at the battle of 
Cerro Gordo, where he served under 
Jeff Davis. The pacific attitude of 
General Harney toward the people of 
secession tendencies on the eve of the 
war of the Rebellion, gave rise to a bhe- 
lief in the mind of Secretary Stanton 
that this veteran soldier was not a 
proper person to command Federal 
troops, and after a brief service as mil- 
itary peace-maker on the Missouri- 
Kansas border, he was placed on the 


retired list, with the rank of Brigadier- 
General, and pay of $4,000 a year. 
Thus a man whose abilities qualified 
him to lead armies to victory, lost his 


somewhere in town drunk, who has all 
the essential qualifications of a finan- 
cier. Broke and unknown, he came 
to Truckee and obtained a wood 
contract from Tiffany and Stew- 
art, representing that he had 
two four-horse teams. He then 
went to Reno, and exhibiting his 
contract, bought a wagon of Manning, 
two horses and a set of harness from 
Bickford, and a carload of hay from 
W. W. Morton. It is said that he 
came to Truckee in a box car, not 
having money enough to pay his fare. 
Arriving here be sold the wagon to 
McKenzie for $80, and went on a glo- 
rious drunk, from which he has not 
et recovered. He offered to sell the 
vay for $4 a ton, but didn’t happen to 
find a purchaser. Bickford and Mor- 
ton heard of the affair and came up 
and secured their property. Manning 
seems to be the only loser.

How a New York Woman Treats Her Pa- 
tients for Uglineas.
